President Truman said late today 
that the S16.000.(Kj.O.OOO to $20,000.- 
000,000 cost of aid to Europe under 
the .Marshall plan must be paid for 
out 'of taxes. 


The Chief 
Executive made the 


statement at a news conference 
while Senate and House committees 
grew increasingly critical in their 
weighing of a proposed S597.000.000 
allocation to tide three Western 
European countries over until long- 
range assistance can be provided. 


Asked if he agreed with the 


recommendation of the 19-mem- 
ber Harriman committee that 
long-term*id be financed out of 
taxation rather than by borrow- 
ing', Mr. Truman said of course, 
that is what we will have to 
do. 


He declined to say whether he 


will recommend a return to the ex- 
cess profit tax repealed after the 
war.

Numerals, punctuations, some

By the old method one printed 
book required the production of 20 to 
30 embossed volumes. A standard size 
novel like "David Copperfield" can 
be printed in 11 volumes of Braille. 
Today there are two progressively 
more concise Braille alphabets using 
a number of contractions.

A Brit- 
ish policeman—Kas- -killed and an- | 
other"~was wounded by gunfire from* 
confederates of the grenade hurl-' 
ers. Four British civilians, em- 


ployes of the Shell Petroleum 
company, were mowed down by 
gunfire in front of a Haifa mo- 
tion picture theater. Two were 
killed instantly and two died 
later in a hospital. 


An unofficial police report that 


two soldiers were killed in the Jer- 
usalem blast was not verified im- 
mediately. 


British officials said the Stern 


gang directed the attacks as an 
underground reprisal for the deaths 
of two Jewish youths and three 
girls. The five were killed yester- 
day in a British police and military 
raid on a house in a settlement 
north of Tel Aviv believed to have 
been a terrorist training school. 


The night's 
bloody 
operations 


took the greatest toll of dead and 
injured since ten persons were kill- 
ed and 77 wounded Sept. 29 in the 
bombing of the district police head- 
quarters in Haifa. Irgun Zvai Le- 
urni, an organization- similar to the 
Stern gang, said it had engineered 
that blast with a 200-pound bar- 
rel of explosives.

were crowded into the tiny Bitz 
cafe barroom when two gren- 
ades were tossed into their 
midst.

French Author, Ex-Red, Honored 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 131 


chemistry were awarded tonight to 
two British scientists 
while the 


literature award went to Andre 
Gide, a French author who former- 
ly was an enthusiast for Com- 
munism. 


Sir Edward Appleton. "55. who 


helped lay the 
groundwork for 


radar, 
received 
the 
award 
in 


physics. He was cited for "his con^ 
tributions in exploring the iono- 
sphere,—s.e— e-lectr-iGally---e-onductive 
'strata in the upper atmosphere on 
the earth." 


Sir Robert Robinson, 61, an 


organic chemist, received the 
chemistry award "for his re- 
search regarding biological sig- 
nificant substances from 
the 


vegetable 
kingdom, 
especially 


alkaloids." 


Appleton is from Cambridge 


university and Robinson from Ox- 
ford. This marked the second time 
since the Nobel prizes first were 
awarded in 1901 that both 
the 


chemistry and physics awards went 
to Britain. The prizes are worth 
about $40,000 each. 


Gide, 77, the eighth French writer 


to win the literature award, was 
honored by the Swedish Academy 
of Literature "for his extensive and 
artistically important authorship, in 
which he has exposed the problems 
and conditions of humankind with 
fearless love of truth and psycho- 
logical preception." 


Gide, 
a 
bald bespectacled 


bachelor, 
announced in 
the 


early 1930's that he had become 
a Communist. In 1933 he gave 
a memorial speech at the fu- 
neral of Russian author, Maxim 
Gorki, in Moscow's Red square. 


For the next three years his 


enthusiasm for Communism was at 
a peak, but he became disillusioned 
when he visited Moscow in 1936 at 
the time of the "purge" trials. Re- 
turning to Paris he wrote two books 
—"Return from the USSR," and 
"Afterthoughts on the USSR," ex- 
pressing this disillusionment. Sub- 
sequently many French intellectuals 
joined him in the reaction against 
Communism. 


(In an interview today in Neu- 


chatel, Switzerland, Gide said: 
have a terrible fear of the success 
of totalitarian systems over the 
world. 
I am a determined in- 


dividualist, and to me all dictator- 
ships, whether they be black, white 
or red, are equally terrible.")

Most Survivors of Nagasaki Bomb Blast 
Termed 'Normal' by U. S. Navy Official 


Pleads Guilty 


BOSTON. Nov. 13 MV-Navy Capt. 
Shields Warren said today that 
most survivors of the atom bombing 
of Nagasaki are now "approximate- 
ly normal" but that the blast inher- 
itance which may pass to their 
children cannot be known for 25 
years. 


Warren, one of the Navy's top 


medical researchers in atomic ener- 
gy, reported to the association of 
military surgeons that "in 1947 most 
of the survivors studied had return- 
ed approximately to normal." 


But the 
bomb's effect on 


genes—the human organs which 
transmit heredity — will show 
only slight changes, he said, for 
at least 25 years. 


For this study, he said, there is 


planned "a continuing check with 
the co-operation of Japanese scien- 
tists of the populations of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki."
